The  board  also  received  notification  from 
Kathleen  OToole,  Secretary  of  Public  Safety 
regarding  the  STOP  Violence  Against  Women 
Competitive  Grant  Program.  Applications  for  the 
grant  must  be  submitted  by  November  22.  The 
board  advised  that  this  information  be  forwarded  to 
Police  Chief  James  Moran  for  his  files. 

The  Conservation  Commission  (ConCom) 
submitted  a  memo  recommending  the  Selectmen 
appoint  Diane  Foster  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the 
ConCom  in  the  wake  of  Daniel  Bungert's 
resignation.  The  ConCom  also  suggested  Allan 
Apperson  as  an  alternate  choice  should  they  not  vote 
to  appoint  Ms.  Foster. 

This  matter  came  before  the  board  last  week, 
but  they  agreed  to  hold  it  until  this  evening  with  the 
full  board  present.  Selectman  Bernier  said  she 
interviewed  both  Mr.  Apperson  and  Ms.  Foster  over 
the  telephone.  Mr.  Apperson  is  no  longer  available  to 
serve,  since  he  belongs  to  another  organization 
which  meets  on  Tuesday  evenings.  And  Selectman 
Bernier  had  reservations  about  Ms.  Foster,  since  she 
has  been  a  "supporter  of  the  Nunes  (project)." 

"I'm  hesitant  because  of  her  connection  with 
the  Nunes  property,"  Selectman  Bernier  said.  "(Ms. 
Foster)  alluded  to  the  fact  that  the  DEP  appeal  is  a 
way  to  stall  further  development  in  town.  I  have  a 
problem  with  that  mindset.  I  think  people  on  the 
ConCom  are  there  —  first  and  foremost  —  to  protect 
the  wetlands." 

Selectman  Lambalot,  however,  disagreed 
with  his  fellow  board  member.  "I  don't  think  this 
one  statement  on  an  issue  means  (Ms.  Foster)  is  anti- 
conservation,"  he  said.  "I  don't  think  you  can  call 
that  a  'mindset.'  She  has  an  opinion  on  one 
particular  project." 

Selectman  Bernier  said  the  Nunes  project  is 
"an  issue  that  isn't  going  to  disappear"  and  she

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resisted  appointing  someone  who  was  "a  champion" 
of  this  development.  "It  will  create  problems  and 
force  her  to  remove  herself  from  the  meetings,"  she 
said. 

The  matter  was  temporarily  put  on  hold  until 
later  in  the  evening,  when  Selectman  Lambalot 
requested  the  members  of  Conservation 
Commission  —  who  were  meeting  upstairs  in  Town 
Hall  —  to  come  in  and  discuss  their 
recommendation. 

At  that  time,  the  four  ConCom  members  (one 
member  was  not  present)  said  they  voted  to 
recommend  the  appointment  of  Diane  Foster,  4  to  0, 
with  Mr.  Apperson  as  an  alternate.  Selectman 
Bernier  maintained  that  during  a  ConCom  meeting 
which  she  attended,  she  was  told  by  members  that 
Ms.  Foster  had  been  eliminated  as  a  candidate 
because  of  her  alignment  with  the  Nunes  property. 

The  board  members  vehemently  denied  this 
statement,  and  again  stressed  that  they  voted  to 
recommend  Ms.  Foster. 

Several  residents  present  voiced  their 
support  of  Selectman  Bernier 's  stance,  and  wanted 
to  know  what  Ms.  Foster's  qualifications  were  for 
serving  on  the  ConCom.

"We  have  a  recommendation  from  the 
ConCom  ...  and  we  have  no  reason  to  challenge  their 
opinion,"  Chairman  DeCosta  said. 

"We've  always  appointed  people  based  on 
recommendations  from  (sitting)  board  members," 
Selectman  Lambalot  said. 

But  residents  felt  the  board  wasn't  taking 
into  account  the  experience  and  ability  of 
recommended  appointees.  "I'm  asking  that  when 
you  appoint  people  to  these  positions,  you  make 
sure  they  have  experience  in  the  field,"  Jocelyn 
McMaster  said.  "These  people  are  making  decisions 
which  affect  other  people's  lives  in  town ...  and 
we're  paying  the  price  for  (your)  appointing 
inexperienced  people." 

Diane  Foster  —  who  joined  the  meeting 
while  in  progress  —  said  the  translation  of  the  phone 
interview  she  had  with  Selectman  Bernier  was 
incorrect.  "In  talking  to  (Selectman  Bernier),  my  only 
concern  was  the  tax  revenue  for  the  town,"  Ms. 
Foster  said.  "I'm  not  connected  to  the  Rand 
Corporation  and  I  have  no  connections  with  the 
(Nunes)  project.  (Selectman  Bernier)  never  asked  me 
about  any  other  project  in  town.  I  feel  that  you  need 
a  woman  to  fill  this  vacancy  and  you  need  a  citizen 
who's  interested.  I  have  the  confidence  that  I  can 
handle  it." 

With  that,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to 
appoint  Ms.  Foster  to  the  ConCom,  2  to  1,  with 
Selectman  Bernier  in  sole  opposition.

William  Straus  informed  the  board  that  they  will 
hold  a  groundbreaking  ceremony  for  the  new 
Herring  Weir  on  Route  6  on  Tuesday,  October  22  at 
12:00  noon.

At  7:25  pm  the  board  met  with  member  of 
the  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Planning  Committee 
to  discuss  plans  for  a  survey  of  town  residents.  Co- 
Chairman  Michael  Immel  said  his  group  of  22 
committee  members  have  made  a  great  deal  of 
progress,  and  they've  recommended  a  random 
survey  of  Mattapoisett  voters  and  summer  residents 
to  gauge  their  opinions  on  recreational  and  open 
space  in  Mattapoisett. 

According  to  Mr.  Immel,  the  survey  would 
entail  total  mailing  costs  in  the  amount  of  $1,709  and 
would  be  mailed  to  870  citizens  in  the  first  phase.

20  percent  of  the  total  population. 

"I  think  we'll  also  need  time  and  space  for  a 
public  hearing  after  the  survey  is  tabulated," 
Selectman  Bernier  —  who  is  also  co-chair  of  the 
Open  Space  Committee  —  said. 

The  board  unanimously  voted  to  allow  the 
Open  Space  Planning  Committee  to  proceed  with 
their  initial  phase  of  survey  mailings  this  week.  They 
will  report  back  after  receiving  responses.  The 
committee  hopes  to  get  a  70  percent  return  on  the

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Marion  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  October 
15  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Jonathan  Dickerson.

where  there  children  are. 

Common  rules  that  have  been  accepted  at  a 
skate  park  in  Duxbury,  MA  will  also  be  imposed  at 
the  new  park  if  it  is  accepted.  Among  these 
requirements:  knee  pads,  helmets,  and  wrist  guards.

Chairman  Dickerson  also  mentioned  that 
hours  may  need  to  be  set  because  of  a  lack  of 
lighting  in  the  area.  Any  ramps  that  are  built  on  the 
site  will  also  have  to  be  built  and  inspected  by  the 
town  due  to  liability  if  anyone  should  fall  off  a  ramp 
while  skating. 

The  board  showed  concern  regarding  the 
reactions  of  residents  to  the  ramps.  Mr.  !5emple  told 
the  board  that  he  "personally  knows  the  neighbors 
across  the  street"  do  not  mind.  He  also  informed  the 
board  that  the  other  residents  in  the  immediate  area 
didn't  seem  to  mind  either. 

It  just  so  happened  that  Department  of  Public 
Works  (DPW)  Superintendent  Robert  C.  Zora  was 
present  at  the  meeting  —  he  had  an  appointment 
with  the  board  later  on  —  and  was  asked  his  feelings 
about  the  proposal.  Mr.  Zora  found  no  problem  with 
looking  into  the  project  because  it  would  keep 
Marion  kids  "busy."

The  board  held  off  signing  the 
warrant  for  the  November  election  until  they  receive 
a  corrected  copy  at  the  end  of  the  week.  They  also 
held  off  signing  a  bill  from  the  Division  of 
Employment  and  Training  for  $1,324.

Mr.  Haaland  believed  "the  prices  with  the 
vehicles  were  not  much  different,  and  he  would  go 
with  a  utility  vehicle." 

Chairman  Roderiques  agreed,  stating,

shopping."  Selectman  Hamilton  said  they  should

the  price  difference  is  very  minimal."  The  board 
members  all  agreed  the  vehicle  should  be  purchased, 
but  declined  to  support  the  purchase  of  a  three-year 
lease  which  would  cost  more  money.

As  for  the 
masonry  renovation,  Selectman  Haaland  made  a 
motion  to  reject  the  bid.  It  was  seconded  by 
Selectman  Hamilton. 

As  of  October  15,  rebidding  dates  have  not 
been  rescheduled.

Samantha  Caine  —  a  happy  schoolteacher,  wife, 
and  mom  —  is  what  used  to  be  called  a  nice  girl.  She's 
goofy  and  flighty,  and  she  wears  her  hair  in  long, 
maternal  curls.  Charlie  Baltimore,  a  remorseless 
government  spy,  is  every  inch  a  bad  girl.  She  smokes, 
drinks,  sleeps  around,  wears  her  hair  short  and  blond, 
kills  practically  everyone  she  meets  and  —  worst  of  all 
—  she  says  bad  words.  Except  for  the  profanity, 
Charlie  is  a  female  James  Bond.  Is  there  any  common 
ground  between  these  women? 

There  is  and  there  isn't.  The  great  joke  of  The  Long 
Kiss  Goodnight,  of  course,  is  that  Samantha  and  Charlie 
are  the  same  woman  (Geena  Davis).  Samantha,  you 
see,  has  had  amnesia  for  eight  years  and  settled  into 
her  new  domestic  identity.  Her  violent  past  as  Charlie 
the  assassin  is  lost  to  her.  But  not  for  long.  The  movie, 
it  turns  out,  has  a  better  joke  in  store:  Charlie  the  pulp- 
fiction  hit-woman  is  more  "real"  than  the  normal 
Samantha,  who  never  really  existed. 

Samantha/Charlie  is  an  intriguing  creation,  and 
it's  too  bad  her  creator  (Shane  Black,  who  also  wrote 
Lethal  Weapon)  couldn't  have  devised  a  better  story  for 
her.  The  plot  is  more  of  the  same  government  vipers, 
ticking  bombs,  and  cars  bursting  in  air.  Charlie  is 
pulled  out  of  retirement  when  a  former  enemy  sees 


Samantha  on  TV  (in  a  Christmas  parade,  yet)  and  pays 
her  a  visit.  Luckily,  Samantha's  old  tricks  come  back  to 
her  when  she  needs  them,  and  she  takes  off  with 
cynical  detective  Mitch  (Samuel  L.  Jackson),  who 
knows  her  only  as  "Amnesia  Chick." 

Mitch  is  a  solid  (if  underwritten)  role  for  Jackson, 
who  scores  most  of  the  laughs  with  his  increasing 
befuddlement  at  Amnesia  Chick.  Bits  of  Charlie  begin 
to  surface  in  Samantha,  until  finally  Charlie  takes  over. 
This  vastly  increases  the  amount  of  Steve  Buscemi-type 
punishment  Mitch  takes  from  the  villains  trying  to  kill 
Charlie.  He  also  takes  a  few  lumps  from  Charlie.  "I 
liked  Samantha  better,"  Mitch  gripes. 

I  liked  them  both,  because  Geena  Davis  is 
engaging  and  funny  no  matter  which  woman  she  is. 
She  pulls  off  some  Samantha-to-Charlie  transitions 
(and  vice  versa)  that  are  among  the  best  acting 
moments  of  the  year.  She's  chilling  when  Samantha  is 
with  her  little  daughter  and  unconsciously  lets  a  little 
Charlie  slip  out.  And  Davis'  flashes  of  motherly 
Samantha  when  she's  cold-blooded  Charlie  are 
brilliant.  "Wanna  get  a  dog?"  Charlie  asks  her  daughter 
before  setting  off  a  massive  explosion. 

As  much  as  I  enjoyed  The  Long  Kiss  Goodnight,  I 
can't  help  sniffing  some  traces  of  sexism.  When  was  the 
last  time  a  male  action  hero  was  torn  between  family 
life  and  killing?  Okay,  True  Lies  is  the  exception.  But 
where  is  the  heroine  who  can  just  be  a  fighter  and 
killer,  no  questions  asked?  Movies  like  this  and  Point  of 
No  Return  bend  over  backwards  to  assure  their  male 
audience  that  violence  is  alien  to  "normal"  women. 

Or  maybe  this  mother-versus-assassin  conflict  is  a 
welcome  dab  of  complexity  in  the  familiar  kaboom 
genre.  And  Geena  Davis'  warm,  witty  performance 
takes  the  sexist  curse  off  it.  The  nice  girl  and  the  bad 
girl,  as  in  real  life,  can  be  the  same  woman.
